Continuing its opposition to Preei- 
dent Roosevelt's wishes, the house 
refused again today to accept the 
provision in the utility bill to 
abolish “unnecessary” holding 
companies, known as the “death 
sentence” clause.

Eden Hears News 
After receiving Mussolini's 
counter proposals, Laval com¬ 
municated them to Anthony Eden, 
the British minister for League ol 
Nations affairs. 

The counter proposals stressed 
Mussolini's objection to reference 
in the formula to the non-recourse

Rose 
later employed Eli and Sibley, ac¬ 
cording to his story, actually to 
set the fire, and agreed to pay 
each of them one-third of his share 
of the money. He testified that 
Tabor paid him only $175.

Contents of Note Kept 
Secret as President 
Declines Comment

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1. «Pi— 
The state department's reply to 
the German government, giving 
assurance of an effort to prosecute 
persons who ripped the Nazi em¬ 
blem from the liner Bremen, was 
believed ready for presentation 
today. 

The diplomatic reply to a pro¬ 
test from the Reich government, 
will be handed to Dr. Rudolf 
Leitner, German charge d'affaires. 

Contents Secret 

While Acting Secretary William 
Phillips did not reveal the con¬ 
tents of the note, it was learned 
It wdll relate briefly the efforts 
of the New York police depart¬ 
ment to guard the German vessel 
and subdue the crowd last week. 

The note also wdll point out 
that some of those who partici¬ 
pated in the incident have been 
arrested. Whether the reply will 
contain an apology—which was 
not demanded—or an expression 
of regret, was not learned. 

The German note of protest 
said the Bremen incident consti¬ 
tuted an insult to Germany. 

President Roosevelt at the semi¬ 
weekly press conference declined 
yesterday to comment on any 
phase of the incident. In connec¬ 
tion with Jewish organizations' 
protest against the German gov¬ 
ernment’s religious attitude, the 
president indicated he considered 
Acting Secretary Phillips’ reply as 
having amply expressed the gov¬ 
ernment's views. This reply to 
the Jewish group expressed sym¬ 
pathy for anyone denied religious 
liberty. 

Declines Comment 

Mr. Roosevelt also declined to 
comment on allegations that the 
third international congress in 
Moscow had permitted violations 
of the Roosevelt-Litvinoff non¬ 
propaganda agreement. 

Ambassador William C. Bullitt 
is making daily reports from Mos¬ 
cow on the commintern’s sessions. 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
contends that the federation's op¬ 
position to the recognition of Sov¬ 
iet Russia had been ''vindicated'' 
by the reports that .communists 
intended to propagandize among 
ship workers on the Pacific coast. 

GERMAN SHIP SAILS 
WITH NAZI FLAG DOWN 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1. (Ah—The 
Hamburg-American liner Deutsch¬ 
land sailed for Germany early to¬ 
day, its Nazi swastika flag struck, 
after police guarded the pier to 
prevent anti-Nazi disorders. 

With two hundred policemen 
and detectives guarding the pier, 
the North German Lloyd liner Eu- 
ropa docked later in a quiet and 
routine manner. 

Captain Heinrich Dau of the 
Deutschland would not say if the 
swastika flag was struck because 
of any fear there would be repe¬ 
tition of the violence that marked 
the sailing of the liner Bremen 
Friday night. “If it’s down, it's 
down,” he shrugged.

NEWPORT BEACH.-Glory of 
the Spanish dqns in California 
will be revived by this year's 
Tournament of Lights at Newport 
Beach August 24 with selection 
today of the brilliant national col¬ 
ors of Spain, red and yellow, to 
bet the dominating color scheme 
of the evening's entertainment. 
All entrants will be urged to 
stress a lavish outlay of color, 
with the red and yellow foremost, 
according to J. A. Beck, general 
chairman of the tournament, and 
chamber of commerce officials. 

Flashing shafts of color from 
five batteries of giant army 
searchlights placed at strategic, 
positions about the harbor will 
create illuminated pyramids over 
the parade of ships In the bay. 

Assurance of an imposing ar¬ 
ray of entries was made today 
as word was received that the 
city of Pasadena has definitely 
entered several large floats repre¬ 
senting civic organizations and a 
number of smaller craft from va¬ 
rious clubs. Santa Barbara prom¬ 
ises to bring the giant swan, 
which won the sweepstakes last 
I year, but will put on a new set 
of feathers.

Backyard Zoo 

For more than a decade Pass¬ 
more's backyard insect zoo has 
been frequented by naturalists, 
some coming even from Europe to 
visit him. 

His favorite tarantula has lived 
in its coffee can home for 10 
years. Passmore explains that the 
life of a tarantula normally is 
14 years, providing it is not a 
participant in one of those strange I 
battles that go on incessantly in I 
the insect world. This battle is 
between the tarantula and the 
tarantula-killing wasp. 

Passmore has studied these bat¬ 
tles. In every battle that he has ’ 


large enough for its purposes, that 
of propagation. 

Wasp Wins Battle 
The wasp descends upon the ta¬ 
rantula. Passmore says, like a 
diving attack airplane, maneuver¬ 
ing to steer clear of the taran¬ 
tula's fangs, and stinging the 
spider into insensibility. Then the 
wasp drags away its victim's 
body, hiding it in some crevice of 
the earth, and lays its eggs in the 
body of the paralyzed tarantula 
by an ovipositor, the long egg-lay¬ 
ing tube that burrows into the 
host's body. 

The insensible tarantula remains 
alive until the eggs hatch and the 
larvae feed upon the victim. When 
the edible portion of the tarantula 
is consumed the larvae become 
winged wasps, ready to prey upon 
other spiders. 


Rigid and continued enforce¬ 
ment of the city's parking ordi¬ 
nance will be recommended to the 
city council by the traffic com¬ 
mittee jointly sponsored by the 
city council and chamber of com¬ 
merce. This recommendation was 
decided on after Chief of Police 
Floyd Howard appeared before the 
group meeting in the city hall 
yesterday afternoon and told com¬ 
mitteemen that the new method 
of enforcing the law is relieving 
the parking congestion in the 
downtown area of Santa Ana. 

Chief Howard told members of 
the committee that his depart¬ 
ment is averaging 50 arrests daily 
for overtime parking with the re¬ 
sult that motorists are becoming 
more observant of the one-hour 
limit. In the past motorists either 
appeared or did not appear, as 
they wished, on tickets citing 
them to court for over-time park¬ 
ing. The law requires appear¬ 
ance only after the motorist has 
signed the citation. 

How System Works 

Under the new system of en¬ 
forcing the law, when- a motorist | 
receives a parking ticket a card : 
is filed in the police station. If 
he does not appear within 10 days 
he is sent a notice. A second no¬ 
tice follows in five days, and if 
this is not heeded the license num¬ 
ber of the automobile is placed f 
on the "hot” sheet and all offi¬ 
cers are instructed to watch the j 
car. When it has parked over¬ 
time an officer waits beside it I 
until the owner appears and se- j 
cures his signature on the cita¬ 
tion. 

City Engineer J. L. McBride 
informed committee members that 
there is more parking space avail¬ 
able on private property in the ! 
downtown area than there is in¬ 
side the one-hour parking zone. 
He said there are 23 lots down¬ 
town available for parking and j 
offering space for 937 cars. Some ! 
of the lots, he said, are free; on j 
some a parking fee i3 charged, 
and a few of the lots are private. 
The one-hour zone offers parking 
accommodations for only 850 au¬ 
tomobiles. 

Urge Use of Lots 
Another suggestion to relieve 
parking congestion and speed traf¬ 
fic through the downtown area 
was submitted by Wilbur Barr and j 
Howard Wood, secretary of the 
chamber of commerce. They sug¬ 
gested that the merchants be 
asked to co-operate through se¬ 
curing private lots where their 
employes can park their automo¬ 
biles during the day. This one

But behind the swinging door 
where the cook prepares the food 
and the waiters collect it on their 
trays, may lurk the germs of dis¬ 
ease, unless every precaution is 
taken to stamp them out. 

The Orange county health de¬ 
partment, through its sanitary in¬ 
spectors, provides a public service 
directed toward effecting this pre¬ 
caution. The quality of the food 
served must be satisfactory and it 
must be properly served and pro¬ 
tected from spoilage and contam¬ 
ination until it is served to the 
customer. Kitchen and dining 
room must be kept clean and eat¬ 
ing and cooking utensils properly 
sterilized. When we stop to think 
of the number of individuals who 
drink from the same glass and eat 
with the same spoon and fork, we 
can see how necessary this last 
requirement is. Any evidence of 
carelessness in handling eating 
utensils noticed hy the public, 
should be reported at once to the 
health department. 

Should Be Critical 
It is true that we should be 
critical about the sterilizing of 
serving articles and the physical 
condition of the kitchen but the 
inspectors must also note the 
health of the men and women who 
handle the food. No food handler 
can remain on duty while he is 
suffering from any communicable 
disease that might endanger the 
public health. 


How | There are four sanitary inspec- 
Thc tors in the Orange county health 
| department who make regular 
checks on food-handling establish¬ 
ments in the county. There are 
hundreds of these food-handling 
establishments here so these in¬ 
spection calls cannot be made as 
frequently as we would like but 
such inspections as are made, 
come at irregular intervals so 
that proprietors of establishments 
have no chance to prepare espe¬ 
cially for inspection. 

Most food handlers take pride 
in keeping their places of business 
above criticism and those few are 
apt to be careless, of course, re¬ 
ceive frequent calls from the in¬ 
spectors. 

Made 8.264 Calls 
During the last year, the health 
department inspectors made 8,264 
inspections of food handling estab¬ 
lishments; secured 380 major im¬ 
provements in equipment, service, 
etc.; the latter amounting to an 
estimated monetary total of about 
$30,000, so it is evident that local 
proprietors in food-handling estab¬ 
lishments take pride in keeping 
things up-to-date. Only 10 food¬ 
handling establishments had to be 
condemned during the year. 

The four Orange county sani¬ 
tary inspectors have many other 
duties beside the supervision of 
food-handling places. During the - 
last year, they made a total of 
20,479 sanitation calls. Among 
these calls were included: collec¬ 
tion of 1,615 water samples; 1.847 
sewage disposal inspections; 666 
housing inspections. 272 auto camp 
and resort inspections; and 341 
school building inspections.

President Roosevelt today allot¬ 
ted $5,112,125 of work relief 
funds to the treasury department 
for a three-fold drive to tighten 
up on tax eollerting. 

Included will be an intensive 
checkup on income tax returns 
of the "little fellow," and a drive 
against "evasions" of liquor taxes. 

Whitecollar jobless will be em¬ 
ployed in the work. Officials said 
they hoped the studies would 
bring increased tax revenues. 

Two Million for Survey 
The largest allotment was $2.- 
448.390 for a survey of delinquent 
taxes and “nuisance" tax collec¬ 
tion in 20 large cities. The bu¬ 
reau of internal revenue also re¬ 
ceived $1,577,894 to check small 
income tax ret"rns; and $1,086.- 
911 for a nationwide study of 
tel ail liquor tax evasions. 

Two other whitecollar projects 
also received funds, the census 
bureau getting allotments of $1,- 
804,948 for an alphabetical index 
of the 1900 census, ami $293,- 
000 to determine any improvement 
in retail trade during the past 
two years The census index is 
to be used in the government's 
old-age pension program.

Coincidentally, Corrlngton Gill,

CITRUS CHIEF 
TELLS COAST 
ADVANTAGE 


LOS ANGELES. Aug. 1. Many 
agricultural industries in eastern 
and middle western states have 
not had as satisfactory experi¬ 
ences with the AAA as have the 
1 local citrus and walnut and other 
Pacific roast agricultural groups. 
C. C. Teague told the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange meeting 
yesterday on his return from the 
• annual meeting of the National 
Cooperative council, held at Cor¬ 
nell university. 

"I explained to them the value 
of the AAA marketing agree- 
j ments in enabling us to regulate 
supply to demand under surplus 
conditions.” said Teague. "The 
AAA was conceived by agricul- 
tural producers themselves and is 
intended to permit agricultural in- 
j dustries to operate their own con¬ 
trol programs just as we have 
been successfully doing with cit¬ 
rus ami walnuts. The growers 
have been benefited and the gov¬ 
ernment only steps in when asked 
by the industry to control some 
recalcitrant shipper. 

"Few agricultural industries are 
organized as we are," said Teague. 
"They do not have cooperatives 
with a large percentage of con¬ 
trol which have had years of ex¬ 
perience in proration and control 
measures. Under serious surpluses, 
cooperatives simply cannot con¬ 
tinue to do the necessary stabiliz¬ 
ing job and retain their members 
when competitive sales agencies 
benefit but do not participate. The 
AAA has offered the best means 
of doing an industry-wide control 
job tinder today's conditions." 

Teague spoke on management 
and membership relations at the 
meeting of the American Institute 
of Cooperation, held at the same 
j time and attended by 1000 dele- 
! fjates of cooperatives from 37 
states and five foreign countries. 

He visited his native state, 
Maine, following the conference, 
and says that growing California 
citrus is still preferable to pro- 
j ducing potatoes in Maine. The 
farmers of Aroostook county. 
Maine, who produce 60.000 cars of 
potatoes annually on 150.000 
1 acres, received nothing about, sell- 
! ing and warehousing costs last 
| year, Teague said. 


S CALIFORNIANS TO 
MARKET FLORIDA 
AVOCADO CROP 

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 1. OPi— 
One of the greatest forward steps 
in the history of farm cooperatives 
was seen today in the announce¬ 
ment by the Calavo Growers of 
California that their avocado co¬ 
operative will handle this coming 
season more than 80 per cent of 
the Florida avocado crop. 

"Florida's tribute to the South¬ 
ern California growers' marketing 
program is in the form of far 
greater cooperation with it than 
I ever before,” George B. Hodgkins, 

! manager of the California coopera- 
i tive said. 

"Last year we handled about 50 
per cent of the Florida crop of 
avocados, while this year, with the 
joining of independent shippers, 
we will market 80 per cent. This 
figure, with our association in 
California, will give us control of 
between 75 and 80 per cent of the 
j entire United States avocado crop. 

"The Florida and California avo¬ 
cado crops have always over- 
| lapped in the selling field, but with 
| this new set-up, we will be able 
j to use our offices in the East for 
J both states’ crops, this effecting a 
| considerable saving for the grow- 
. ers," Hodgkins said.

LOS ANGELES, (VP)—A tailless 
monoplane built to sell at around 
$1200, capable of a top speed of 
110 miles an hour and 13Va miles 
on a pallon of gasoline, has been 
put through demonstrations at the 
municipal airport. 

The plane is the product of 
Waldo D. Waterman of Los An¬ 
geles. It is one of the first of the 
experimental planes called for by 
the bureau of aeronautics of the 
department of commerce in an ef¬ 
fort to stimulate production of low 
cost craft of high safety factor 
for private pilots. 

Waterman calls his craft the 
“Arrow plane." It has a single 
wing, a cabin for two passengers 
in front, and the motor and pro- 
pellor in the rear. The rudders 
are at the wing tips. The oddly- 
constructed ailerons also act as 
elevators, and the rudders can be 
flared out for landing brakes. 

Waterman said that the plane 
would be produced in a Los An¬ 
geles factory if the department of 
commerce accepted the model.

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NO GROUND FOR COMPLAINT 

L IFE is complicated and difficult these days not only 
for the general mine-run of people, but even for the 
economic analysts. 

Economic analysts usually represent big banks or 
super-financial institutions of some sort or other, and 
their work is very important, their conclusions very ab¬ 
struse and involved. 

We have just been reading the Guaranty Survey that 
is put out monthly by the analyst or analysts of the Guar¬ 
anty Trust Company of New York. 

Through most of its 16 pages, it proceeds to show 
that the business situation is very gloomy. Sharing the 
wealth, decentralizing of industry, tinkering with inheri¬ 
tance taxes (in an upward direction), taxing big corpo¬ 
ration earnings a higher rate than small corporation earn¬ 
ings, raising taxes at all, AAA, and quite a lot of ocher 
factors are dwelt upon at great length as destructive of 
confidence and a menace to business. 

Yet, when the analysts get down to the “Business and 
Financial Conditions” section, we read, “Business has 
entered the midsumer season at a level of activity that 
is probably higher than was generally expected a few 
months ago, or even a few weeks ago.” June was good, 
and so is July. 

“Partly because of this favorable showing,” adds the 
Survey, “business confidence appears to have suffered no 
setback.” Electric power production has risen to a new 
summer record. Construction has shown encouraging 
signs. “A continued large volume of new security issues” 
is reported. Bank suspensions last year were fewer than 
in any other year since 1920. Etc., etc. 

Such contradictions doubtless vex and maybe perplex 
the analysts. But if we have to choose between conditions 
theoretically bad yet actually good, on the one hand, or 
theoretically good and actually bad, on the other, we’re 
all for the first mentioned set-up. Seeing that’s what 
these analysts present, more power to ’em! 

REGULARS VERSUS EPICS 

W ASHINGTON advices are to the effect that Upton 
Sinclair and Hamilton H. Cotton will not be con¬ 
sidered by the democratic party of California when it 
comes time to selecting delegates to the 1936 national 
convention. 

Cotton is said to be unsatisfactory from the stand¬ 
point of party regularity because he bolted the party 
ticket last year and supported the republican nominee, 
while the persistent criticism of President Roosevelt by 
Upton Sinclair disqualifies him. 

It would appear that this arrangement places Senator 
McAdoo in a strategic position, although he and Cotton 
have been close political associates. It is understood that 
McAdoo favors Culbert I. Olson for chairman of the state 
democratic committee, and that the selection of conven¬ 
tion candidates be left largely in the hands of California’s 
democratic congressmen who can meet the test of party 
loyalty. 

In this respect Congressman John Stephen McGroarty 
will be unable to qualify, and judging from his independ¬ 
ent attitude during his first term, he is indifferent as to 
future political fortune. 

On the other hand Sinclair makes the prediction that 
the regular democratic organization will not have control 
of the party affairs and that the EPIC group will be in 
power. All of which makes the coming state convention 
an interesting contemplation. 


GOVERNOR MERRIAM 

G OVERNOR MERRIAM was in high spirits Tuesday 
when he visited Orange county. He made three 
speeches and seemed to enjoy every one of them. He is 
a “folksey” man besides being a good fence mender and 
a shrewder politician than many give him credit for. His 
droll thrusts at Senator Nels Edwards, Ham Cotton and 
others who have crossed him on various occasions brought 
many a laugh at the Rotary club luncheon, the city hall 
cornerstone laying and again at the associated chamber 
of commerce meeting at Laguna. 

But the quality that impressed his hearers Tuesday 
was his apparent grasp of state problems. His speeches 
displayed careful study and painstaking effort to find 
satisfactory answers to various annoying questions with 
which he constantly is confronted during these unsettled 
days. He has a good memory. He reaches his hearers in 
a simple fashion, explaining various issues in a manner 
so elementary that the uninformed are able to understand. 

The governor has gone off on various tangents, but in 
spite of his mistakes, it is evident he has tried and tried 
hard. There is always a grain of comfort in that. 


SWELTERING MEMORIES 

T O MANY of us who are Californians by adoption, 
press reports of heat in the midwest are not disturb¬ 
ing, nor do the dispatches bring any new information. 
The memory of sweltering days and suffocating nights 
has not faded into the realms of amnesia. Kinked rail¬ 
road rails, prostrations, and human discomfiture still 
pass in panoramic form, and it required no press report 
to again present the picture of climatic vicissitudes. 

About the only value this weather news has to us is 
that by comparison it accentuates our appreciation of the 
equitable and comfortable climate we now enjoy. One 
often hears the remark that you cannot live on climate. 
Let us so stipulate, but it still remains that we can live 
with it, and in comfort and appreciation. 

When we take into account the few days which are 
often miscalled disagreeable, the justification for any 
complaint at all is cause for amazement to those who have
